Infiltration 


Manila, P.1.—(NC)—Commun- 
ist infiltration among pastors arid 
congregations throughout ° the 
world has made so much headway 
that the Christian Church is 
threatened “tremendously.” 


Two international Protestant 
‘leaders agreed on this at a regional 
conference of the International 
Council of Christian Churches held 
here. 


Dr. Carl McIntire, president of 
the Council, said the situation in 
the United States has become so 
serious that Congress listed some 
Protestant church leaders with 
knawn communist leanings as 
“subversive.”

‘Says Heart Of 
Problem Lies In 


Spiritual Order 


Christmas Message 
Deals With War For 
Thirteenth Straight Year 


Vatican City —(NC)— To a 
world afflicted with “spiritual 
anemia,” on December 24, Pope 
Pius XIII offered the help of the 
Church in bringing about “a per- 
fect Christian order” as the only 
safe foundation and guarantee of 
genuine peace. 


Like its twelve predecessors, this 
year’s Christmas Eve message of 
the Holy Father was again dedi- 
cated to the cause of peace: man’s 
yearning for it and man’s failure 
to achieve it. 


The Pontiff rejected the notion 
of those “who see in ‘armed peace’ 
the definitive and last word on the 
subject.” He warned against that 
“practical materialism” which re- 
gards terror weapons “as the sole 
and principal consideration in the 
question of peace.” He counseled 
that disarmament, though desir- 
able in itself, “is an unstable guar- 
antee of lasting peace.” 


“The heart of the problem of 
peace is now of the spiritual or- 
der,” the Pope said. “The prob- 
lem is a spiritual lack, a spiritual 
deficiency. Too rare in the world 
of today is the deeply Christian 
sense Of values; too few are the 
true and perfect Christians. In 
this way, men themselves set ob- 


stacles m the way of actuating the 
order willed by God. 


“Everyone must be convinced of 
this spiritual element inherent in 
the danger of war. To awaken that 
conviction is in the first place the 
duty of the Church, and her pri- 
mary contribution to the peace to- 

ay 


The Pontiff’s address was, in the 
main, @ precise statement on the 
contribution of the Church to the 
cause of peace—“what the contri-

School Enrollment 
Reaches New Peak

in the department’s completed bi- 
ennial survey, which will be titled 
“Summary of Catholic Education 
1949-1950,” 

Meanwhile, a survey of Catholic 
newspapers disclosed that eight 
Sees have reported unprecedented 
total enrollments in their element- 
ary and high schools during the 
current school year. Three of these 
said they also had record enroll- 
ments in elementary schools alone. 
Seventeen archdioceses and dioces- 
es reported increases in total en- 
roliment over the last school year. 

Reporting all-time highs were 
the Archdioceses of Washington 
(D. C.) and Spokane, and the Di- 
oceses of Richmond, Great Falls, 
Rochester, Belleville, Grand Island 
and Buffalo. Record grade school 
enrollments were listed in Grand 
Island, Belleville and Rochester. 

Running counter to this trend, 
the Duluth d.ocese reported a 
slight increase in grade school en- 
rollment, However, high school en- 
rollment gained in the diocese. 

The Rochester diocese, reporting 
an ali-time high of 35,976 in ele- 
mentary and high school registra- 
tion, said the bulk of the 2,586 in- 
crease over the last school year 
was in kindergarten enrollment. 

In the Salt Lake diocese a 75 
per cent imerease in students 
of Catholie seools during the past 
decade was reported. Present Cath- 
olic school registration through- 
out the State of Utah now totals 
1,973. 

An all-time high of 1,115 teach- 
ers was reported for the Catholic 
school system of the Providence di- 
ocese. 

Although the Los Angeles arch- 
diocese has a record total of over 
75,000 children in elementary and 
high schools, The Tidings, arch- 
diocesan newspaper, said “count- 
less others are unable to enroll— 
because schools for them must yet 
be built.” 

Bishop John F. O’Hara, C.S.C., 
of Buffalo, Archbishop-designate of 
Philadelphia, cited a similar prob- 
lem in reporting “unprecedented 
registration” A schools of his New 
York State See.

The 
darkness of immorality, the threat 
of atheistic Communism and of 
racial discord can only be over- 
come if we as Catholics lead our 
fellow-men to Christ!” 

Other resolutions adopted in- 
cluded one calling for all parish 
societies to maintain active mili- 
tary committees for contacting 
servicemen.

This information, coming from a 
person thorovehly familar with 
the immensely complex problem, 


has been fully substantiated in two 
volumes ‘just presented to his 
Holiness Pope Pius XII. They 
contain the illustrated record. of 
the archeological findings during 
the excavations of the past ten 
years beneath the crypt of St. 
Peter’s. 

The volumes were presented to 
the Pontiff by Msgr. Ludwig Kaas, 
secretary of the Sacred Congrega- 
tion of the Basilica of St. Peter, 
and four archeologists who car- 
ried out the work under his direc- 
tion. The scientists were the Revs. 
Antonio Ferrua, 8.J., and Engel- 
bert Kirschbaum, 8.J., Prof. En- 
rico Josi and Architect Bruno Apo- 
llonji-Ghetti. 

The “Confession” of St. Peter— 
and in particular the  bronze- 
grilled niche set into the base of 
the Papal altar, where the pallia 
for .Archbishops are preserved af- 
ter their annual blessing by the 
Pope on June. 29, vigil of the 
Feast of SS. Peter and Paul—re- 
mains vindicated as a veritable 
marker over the spot of St. Peter's 
burial, 

Beneath this niche is the grave 
of St. Peter. It was there, too, 
according to the official report, 
that “scattered and mixed with 
learth, some human bones were 
found which have been carefully 
collected.” -({It is recalled that a 
year ago the Pope, referring to 
this discovery of human bones at 
the side of the tomb, declared: “It 
is impossible to prove with cer- 
tainty that they belong to the body 
of the Apostle.”) 

The Confession—known to every 
visitor to St. Peter’s Basilica—is a 
large sunken area, about 12 feet 
deep, right in front of the Papal 
altar. area is surrounded by

Few tombs 
have remained unopened penn - 
out history, says the Vatican City 
daily—particularly the tombs of 

ersons who left fame or infamy 
ehind them. 

“Yet,” Osservatore continues, 
“their ruins remain ineffaceably. 
And that is what we see today—in 
a manner which is scientifically 
unquestionable—of the tomb of the 
Prince of the Apostles.” 

“The excavations reveal,” Osser- 
vatore continues, “that right here 
under the Altar of the Confession 
lie in the bare earth tombs an 
graves which ... must be definite- 
ly dated as belonging to the sec- 
ond half of the first century. These 
tombs, and a small area before 
them, have remained remarkably 
intact when, from the beginning 
of the second century, a great 
number of pagan mausoleums .. . 
invaded the whole zone, lined along 
both sides of the rather steep 
slope of a hill, facing south- 
wards.”

“Through 19 centuries, through 
most varied and fadical structural 
changes, the veneration of the 
Apostle’s tomb was perpetuated at 
this spot,” writes sservatore 
“from the time when the body of 
St. Peter was buried by his faith- 
ful disciples in a humble tomb in 
the bare earth on Vatican Hill, 
until our own day. 

“Such persistence, established as 
it is by the panne of the excava- 
tions, may, indeed, be regarded as 
a new proof for the indefectible 
nature of the Redeemer’s promise 
to St. Peter: ‘Thou art Peter, and 
upon this rock I will build m 
Church, and the gates of hell sha 
not prevail against it.’”

oO the opposite side of this page we have published words of 
protest directed to the President by various religious bodies 
and by some individual pastors. But within the same religious 
bodies clergymen were not all of the same mind and, as we shall 
show on another page, many non-Catholic editors of the most 
prominent secular papers published in the United States have ex- 
pressed their favor. 

The Rev. Charles E. Park, minister emeritus of the First Uni- 
tarian Church, Boston, said he considered President Truman’s 
nomination, “an important move to make friends throughout the 
world.” 

Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, of Cleveland, a noted Jewish leader, 
said: “I see no reason why the United States should not have a 
diplomatic representative there (the Vatican).” 


Coadjutor Bishop Richard H. Baker, of the Episcopal Diocese 
of North Carolina, observed: “It seems to me that it is good for 
us to have a representation of our government in that important 
center of the world. If the presence of General Clark can ease the 
tensions between any elements of this troubled world, it will 
be good.” 

Senator H. Alexander Smith, Republican, New Jersey, said 
he was happy to have a direct contact with the Vatican. 


Senator James E. Murray, of Montana, said: “Now is the 
time for the United States to forge the-closest possible links with 
history’s most consistent opponent of atheistic Communism in the 
spiritual field.” 


Senator Douglas, of Illinois, speaking on the Town Meeting of 
the Air program, said he believed in the appointment and thought 
it should have been made long ago. 


Representative Mike Mansfield, of Montana, said: “The 
appointment . . . gives us a good listening post ... It is an ex- 
tremely valuable and important move.” 

Representative Cyrus Eaton, New York, said: “The move is 
recognition of a strong religious force opposing Communism.” 

Congressman Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., thinks the move will 
be of “tremendous value in our fight against Communist Russia.” 

David Lawrence observed: “It may well be that the establish- 
ment of an ‘entente cordiale’ with the Vatican is only the begin- 


ning of a series of ambitious projects on the part of the President 


to mobilize the religious groups ‘against atheistic Communism.” 
George E. Sokolsky wrote: “I favor such an appointment at 
thistime, but not the method by which it was done... The 
maneuver stirs an altogether unnecessary quarrel between Catho- 
lic and Protestant-eitizens, all of which could have been avoided.”

Those Who Oppose 


OFFICERS of the Chicago Baptist Association made a public 
appeal to “patriotic Catholics to lend their voices against 
sending an ambassador from the United States to Vatican City.” 
The Methodist Ministers Association of Chicago voted to start 
a protest petition campaign against the appointment, among mem- 
bers of all 385 churches in the Rock River Methodist Conference. 


Los Angeles laymen flooded the city’s newspapers with calls 
and letters protesting the appointment, and church leaders sent 
telegrams and letters to Washington rapping the move. 


Spokesmen for California Presbyterians wired President 
Truman as follows: 

Representing 200,000 communicants, California, Nevada 
and Utah, thé Synod of California of the Presbyterian Church 
in the U.S.A._has repeatedly gone qn record opposing the ap- 
pointment of an envoy to the Vatican. In the interest of im- 
partiality to all religious groups we urge the reconsideration 
and withdrawal of your nomination. 

In Albany, New York, the Federation of Churches pledged 
whole-hearted support to any wnified protest effort by the National 
Council of Churches or the New York State Council of Churches, 
The Federation said it would back any cooperative effort designed 
to “preserve and perpetuate” the American principle of separation 
of Church and State and to “rescind the Presidential action, which 
now threatens to destroy that principle.” 


In New York City, the American Council of Christian 
Churches, fundamentalist group, said it was planning « protest 
pilgrimage to Washington in January. A spokesman said that a 
delegation of pastors would call upon senators to make their feel- 
ings known and also would request an appointment with the 
President. 

The President of the Indianapolis Associated Church Press 
felt that the “Protestant press would be practically unanimous in 
condemning the President’s decision.” 

The Provincial Synod of the Protestant Episcopal Churches of 
New York and New Jersey, meeting in Buffalo, declared the 
appointment to be “contrary to the practice and tradition of the 
United States.” 

The Baptist Pastors’ Conference, meeting in Nashville, and 
representing 38,000 Protestants, branded the appointment “uncon- 
stitutional.” 

Meeting in Mobile, Alabama, the Baptist Pastors’ Conference 
expressed “profound regret and strong opposition.” 

The Executive Secretary of the Baptist General Convention of 
Texas termed the appointment “one of the most unfortunate acts 
of President Truman’s ill-fated administration.” 

The President of the National Council of Churches called the 
nomination “unwise,” and certain to result in “unhappy controversy 
and great division of the American people.” 

Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, Methodist, said that he believed 
the “President will regret this unwise, unnecessary and un-Amer- 
ican decision.” 

A new chapter of the Protestants and Other Americans United 
(POAU) was recently formed in Chicago at which Bishop 
Oxnam, of New York, declared: “The President has driven a wedge 
into our American life.” This Bishop has not a very good record 


__|for Americanism. (See our book “Who’s Who in the POAU.”) 


The President of the United Lutheran Church in America 
assailed the appointment as giving “preferential status of one 
church over all others.” He urged members of his Church to write 
letters of protest to their Congressmen. 

The President of the Lutheran Church; Missouri Synod, noted: 
“It is unfortunate that Mr. Truman insists on this and has singled 
out a certain Church to have an Ambassador.” 

The clerk of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in the U.S.A. wired the President: “Such official diplomatic 
recognition of one Church by our government is deliberately to 
flout the expressed wishes and deeply held convictions of most 
Protestants.” 

The National Moderator of the Congregational Christian 
Churches wired the President: “Any recess appointment in lieu 
of Senate confirmation will further the destruction of Protestant 
confidence in your administration.” 

The President’s pastor, Dr. Edward Hughes Pruden, criticized 
him and observed that he had personally urged the President not 
to establish relations with the Vatican State.

Setting Religion Aside 


Too much energy is expended 
by Protestant organizations on mat- 
ters which do not have any rela- 
tionship to religion. Most of the 
formers of the POAU have had 
long anti-Catholic records, also un- 
American records, if pro-Socialist 
and pro-Communist leanings spell 
un-Americans—as they evidently 
do. One of them was invited to 
Russia, and then requested to 
promulgate to the world that he 
found “full religious liberty” there. 


These self-appointed “Protestant 
leaders” invited “other Americans” 
to join with them, and soon found 
themselves cooperating with athe- 
istic societies, and with the pub- 
lishers of The New Age, which 
has openly admitted that it has 
friendly relations with the Grand 
Orient, the Latin brand of Free- 
masonry, to which no one can 
belong unless he professes atheism. 


Socialism, as it was promoted 
some 30 years ago, was also 
avowedly anti-Christian. Paul 
Blanshard was an active worker 
for that cause, after resigning from 
the Congregational ministry to be- 
come a labor organizer—and Social- 
ism depended chiefly on laboring 
men to join its ranks. 


Blanshard was for 11 years as- 
sociate editor of The Nation, a 
Socialist magazine still published 
in New York—and it has very little 
use for religion in any form. It 
was through a series of articles 
written for that magazine by Blan- 
shard that he become known to 
the POAU as a good man to use 
in its promotional work. 

Blanshard has just finished a 
tour across the country from 
Roanoke, Virginia, to California 
and Oregon, on the invitation of 
local preachers who turn their pul- 
pits over to him to denounce the 
Catholic Church at a time when 
every true American is hoping and 
praying that we might have a more 
closely united citizenry, both for 
the good of our war effort and 
for the procurement of a genuine 
peace. There can be no interna- 
tional peace unless it also exists 
nationally, and the greatest dis- 
turber of peace is strife between 
religious organizations. 


Defenses Not Attacks 


These men and the clergy who 
follow their bidding, seem not 
even to understand that the aggres- 
sive attacker is always more guilty 
than the one attacked. Even the 
defense of their Church by Cath- 
olic clergymen is regarded by 
them as an attack. 

The Catholic Hierarchy, as we 
have explained to you in the past, 
is not a unified body in the sense 
that every Bishop must join all the 
others to do anything except to 
defend and promote the cause of 
faith and morals. Each Bishop is 
supreme in his own diocese, and 
one of the cardinal principles of 
which Bishops are reminded when 
they voluntarily attend a meeting 
once a year is that no Bishop is 
obligated to carry to his own di- 
ocese any recommendation made 
at such a meeting.

Several Jewish journals strongly favor Truman’s appointment. 
The Canadian Jewish Chronicle published in Montreal, believes that 
Truman’s decision should be hailed as “a decision of courage, wis- 
dom and decency” and ‘“thad it not been for entrenched bigotry, 
the decision, we believe, would have been taken long ago.” 


“Only a narrow sectarianism could argue against it; for the 
Vatican, its spiritual role considered apart, is also a temporal 
entity; it sends and receives representatives from sovereignties 
all over the world; it was a sovereign state, with a political history, 
long before many of the newly arisen republics were proclaimed or 
even prophesied. 


“It is true that it does not hold sway over far-flung territory; 
but since when has a state’s real estate been a factor in its legal 
recognition ?” 

The press of most foreign nations favor the establishment of 
diplomatic relations between the U. S. and the Vatican State. Eng- 
lish, French and Italian papers warmly endorsed it. 

In general, the German press, commenting on the appoint- 
ment, deplored exceedingly that certain Protestant churchmen 
have demeaned themselves to making a controversial religious 
issue out of what the more than 40 governments, maintaining dip- 
lomatic relations with the Holy See, look upon as a great benefit 
to their nations. | 

Only Moscow’s and the controlled press in. satellite nations 
oppose the appointment. 

We could not conceive Catholic leaders conducting any kind 
of campaign to prevent what they might regard as an advantage 
to Protestantism. It has never been done in the past, and we know 
that it would not happen now nor will it happen in the future. Oc- 
casionally the Catholic clergy must speak out in defense of their 
Church when it is unjustly attacked, but they would never carry 
their political grievances to their pulpits or to their Sunday School 
classes. They would never invite a bitter anti-Protestant to speak 
in their respective communities. 
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was made very clear to its officers 
that they were not telling the 
truth. The chief concern of these 
self-appointed Protestant leaders is 
not religion. 

Some weeks ago a good Presby- 
terian clergyman, hoping to bring 
Catholics and Protestants together 
a little better, called on us to say 
“non-Catholics have the jitters” 
over the appointment of an Am- 
bassador to the Vatican because 
they are so sensitive about any 
violation of the Church-State prin- 
ciple. 

We told him that we are in very 
close*touch with the sentiment of 
our fellow countrymen, and that 
we believe that the only ones who 
have the jitters are the clergymen 
who receive the POAU literature 
and who, in turn, carry it to their 
pulpits and Sunday Schools to 
bring the jitters to others. 


We observed that there - are 
100,000,000 Americans who show 
no evidence of jitters, namely, the 
70,000,000 who are unaffiliated 
with any religious organization, 
and the 30,000,000 Catholics. 
These 100,000,000, for the most 
part, are very indifferent to the 
appointment. They do not believe 
that any Church-State principle 
would be violated by such an ap- 
pointment, any more than it is 
being violated by 43 other nations 
which have some sort of repre- 
sentation at the Vatican. 


A Delusion 


No greater mistake is made by 
Protestant leaders than to assume 
that all non-Catholics are Prot- 
estants, or even  pro-Protesant. 
Most non-church goers are urban 
people, and since Catholics are also 
an urban people, each group has 
the other as neighbors, fellow- 
workmen, social friends. Hence 
anti-Catholic propaganda sent out 
from the churches not only does 
not influence them, but rather 
arouses in them a sympathy for 
the Catholic religion, which they 
judge by their friends in that 
Church, In fact it is the promoters 
of dissension whom they heartily 
dislike.

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Church And State 


Our organized enemies charge 
us with working towards a “union 
of Church and State” in this coun- 
try, and publicize the lie that word 
$ gone out to all Catholics that 
they “must make America Cath- 
olic.” Both these are 
absolutely false. Do you know any 
Catholics who would like to have 
union of our nation with the Cath- 
olic Church?

The late Cardinal 
Gibbons delivered a sermon in the 
city of Rome itself in which he 
upheld and lauded the American 
form of séparation. 


The fact that the Catholic 
Church has always defended the 
theory that union between Church 
and State is ideal should not sur- 
prise any reflecting person. If you 
be one who believes that you have 
reflected on the matter, kindly re- 
flect again with us for just one 
moment. 


Let it be noted in the first place 
that the Catholic Church has never 
advocated union of Church and 
State where non-Catholics were in 
the majority, as in the United 
States, or England, or Germany, 
or Sweden, or Norway, or Holland, 
or Denmark, or Russia. 


Secondly, take note of the fact 
that there had been union between 
Protestant churches and the State 
in all the above-mentioned coun- 
tries except our own. 

Therefore, the fault finding 
should not be with the Catholic 
*Church any more than with the 
Lutheran Church, or the Anglican 
Church, or the Russian Church. 

In the so-called Catholic coun- 
tries, where union of Church and 
State has been provided for in the 
Constitutions, there have been, 
until recent years, very few people 
who were not Catholics by pro- 
fession. Isn’t it natural that where 
practically every citizen of a given 
state is also a member of a given 
church there should be such union 
as would spell cooperation between 
that State and Church? Would any 
state operate a government “of 
the people, for the people and by 
the people” if it did not have 
sympathy for the religion which 
all its citizens profess and prac- 
tice? 


Inconsistency 


Only this month Indianapolis 
Methodist ministers objected to 
the appointment of a Catholic 
priest to a commission which was 
to inspect textbooks used in the 
public schools to ascertain whether 
anything subversive was contained 
in the same. These ministers 
argued that the Catholic Church is 
an enemy of the public schools 
and, therefore, no priest should be 
on a committee to review these 
textbooks.

Presidents of the United 
States from George Washington 
down to Abraham Lincoln inclu- 
sive were not able to attend a 
public school. Presidents Theodore 
and Franklin Roosevelt never at- 
tended one even though they had 
the opportunity. 


Approval Shown 


Parochial schools show their ap- 
proval of the public schools by fol- 
lowing their curriculum. But those 
who established parochial. schools 
do so for reasons of conscience. 
They believe that baptized child- 
ren, who are children of God, must 
be provided, by the Church of 
which they are members, with re- 
ligious knowledge and guidance, as 
children of God should be taught 
and guided. But the public schools, 
being supported by taxes, belong 
to all taxpayers, and Catholics are 
certainly not exempted from pay- 
ing taxes needed to erect and 
maintain public schools. If it costs 
taxpayers more than $100.00 per 
child in the elementary schools and 
the parents of 3,000,000 Catholic 
children pay this bill while they 
patronize parochial schools, the 
American people are saved not 
only $300,000,000.00 a year in

ing the schools.

Other Presidents Too 


James Madison said, two years 
before the Virginia Convention 
which ratified the Constitution: 


That diabolical, hell-conceiv- 
ed principle of persecution rages 
among us... I have neither 
patience to hear, talk, or think 
of anything relative to this 
matter; for I*have squabbled 
and scolded, abused and ridicul- 
ed so long about it to little pur- 
pose that I am without com- 
mon patience. 

President Lincoln, who lived 
during the Know-Nothing move- 
ment—anti-Catholic—denounced it 
and said that if it ever came into 
power he, who fought a war to 
unite our nation, would emigrate 
to another country. Here are his 
words: 

When the Know-Nothings get 
control, our Constitution will 
read: “All men are created equal 
except Negroes and foreigners 
and Catholics.” When it comes 
to this I shall prefer emigrating 
to some country where they 
make no pretense of loving 
liberty—to Russia, for instance, 
where despotism can be taken 
pure, and without the base alloy 
of hypocrisy. 

President Theodore Roosevelt 
found it necessary to rebuke those 
who were fostering ill will towards 
Catholics, and called them = un- 
American in, these words: 

When a secret society tries to 
prescribe Catholics, both politi- 
cally and socially, the members 
of such society show that they 
themselves are as utterly un- 
American, as alien to our school 
of political thought, as the worst 
immigrants who land on our 
shores. 

Rebuking an Ohio Lutheran, 
who opposed the election of Wil- 
liam Taft for President because, it 
was alleged, that he or his wife 
was a Catholic, the same Roose- 
velt wrote: 

I know Catholics who have 
for many years represented con- 
stituencies mainly Protestant, 
and Protestants who have for 
many years represented con- 
stituencies mainly Catholic; and 
among the congressmen I know 
particularly well was one man 
of Jewish faith who represented 
a district in which there were 
hardly any Jews at all. All of 
these men by their very exist- 
ence in political life refute the

conyictions, but we urge that these differences be discussed

_ We appeal to our le not to permit differences on this 
issue to impair the friendliness, understanding and COOp- 
eration among Americans of different faiths, on matters of 
common concern. The National Conference will arrange 
wherever desired informal conferences of the three groups 
in order that they may clarify to one another the issues 
which are involved. 

In a world in which the values of our Judean-Christian 
traditions are imperiled, Catholics, Protestants and Jews 
must together build a citadel of moral defense. The world at 

_ the present time is in a state of chaos and many of the values 
which we, as Americans and religious people, have taken for 
granted are dangerously in the balance. 

We believe, therefore, that it is urgent that all of us 
cooperate to achieve a universal peace, with justice based 
upon the brotherhood of man under the fatherhood of God. 

As members of the National Conference, we pledge our- 
selves in these days increasingly to provide a climate of good 
will in which Catholics, Protestants and Jews can express a 
basic understanding while they deal with important differ- 
ences.

Dr.‘Corwin has been an authority on 
Constitutional Law, and.has written a number of books dealing

In the November 9 number of The Living Church, an organ 
of the Episcopal Church, the editor declares: “We do not like 
political Protestantism any better than political Romanism.” The 
editor also deplored the action taken by the National Council of 
Churches recently in setting up a committee of six clergy members 
to “coordinate the opposition against the appointment of an Am- 
bassador to the Vatican.” The Living Church declared the Na- 
tional Council was doing the very thing which the Catholic Church

A Catholic Memorial Day For U.S.A. 


Y now it is clear that the Church 

is currently wUfidergoing the 
most savage persecution in her his- 
tory. Nero, Diocletian, and Domi- 
tian raged furiously against the 
Christians of an earlier age, but 
this present persecution surpasses 
them all, if only by its sheer feog- 
raphical extent: Russia, the Ukra- 
ine, Yugoslavia, Hungary, Ruman- 
la, Burgaria, Albania, eastern Aus- 
tria, Czechslovakia, Poland, Latvia, 
Estonia, Lithuania, eastern Ger- 
many, Mongolia, China, and North- 
ern Korea — more than half the 
face of the earth! 


Take just the Baltic countries 
for instance — Latvia, Estonia, a 
Lithuania; Since the occupation of 
Lithuania by the Communists in 
1939, all Bishops have been deport- 
ed or arrested with the possible ex- 
ception of Casmir Paltarokas, Bis- 
hop of Panevezys. Before the war, 
they had 2,000 priests. That fig- 
ure has been whittled down to 
about 200. Many churches have 
been closed, and those still open 
are subject to a “luxury” tax.

New York —(NC)~- A total of 
66,907 pounds of medical supplies 
were shipped by the Catholic Med- 
ical Mission Board to missionaries 
throughout the world during 1951, 
the board’s president and director 
reported at its annual meeting here.

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Chaplains 
Decorated 
For Heroism 


Washington — (NC) — Two 
priest chaplains who served with 
the 1st Marine Division in Korea 
have been awarded the Bronze 
Star Medal for heroism in bringing 
spiritual solace to wounded at the 
front, the Navy Chaplain Corps 
here has announced. 


The Rev. (Lt.) John M. Quirk, 
a Naval Reservist, was thrown 50 
feet last May when a land mine 
exploded beneath a truck which 
was speeding him and litter bear- 
ers to a rifle company that had 
suffered heavy casualties. Despite 
painful cuts and bruises, the 
Bronze Star citation said, he at- 
tempted to crawl back to the burn- 
ing truck to help the other in- 
jured, 

After hospitalization in Japan, 
Father Quirk returned to the Uni- 
ted States and is now stationed at 
the Naval Air Station, Memphis, 
Tenn. He was born in Newton, 
Mass., and is a priest of the Bos- 
ton Archdiocese. During World 
War II he also served as a Navy 
chaplain. 

The Rev. (Lt. Comdr.) Godfrey 
J. Reilly, C.P., was decorated for 
his service with forward medical 
units. “Displaying at all times 
utter disregard for his personal 
safety and comfort, he labored 
long, arduous hours under ex- 
tremely adverse weather condi- 
tioris, and often under enemy fire,” 
his citation said. 

The Passionist priest is a native 
of Pittston, Pa. He served with 
Marine units in the South Pacific 
during World War II. 

Another priest chaplain, the 
Rev. (Lt. j.g.) John P. Fay, has 
received a letter of commendation 
for services with Destroyer Squad- 
ron Eight during sustained oper- 
ations against enemy forces in 
Korean waters. -The Irish-born 
chaplain frequently used helicop- 
ters and high lines to transfer 
from one ship to another in the 
course of his duties, He is a Pro- 
vidence diocese priest and now 1s 
stationed at the Naval Training 
Center, Great Lakes, Il.

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Quebec —(NC)— An aged Can- 
adian nun, sentenced to “starva- 
tion” by the Chinese Reds, related 
here how she and 24 companions

Sister St. Blaise returned here 
after a period of almost 50 years 
in the China missions. She was the 
first nun of the Franciscan Mission- 
aries of Mary in Canada to help 
establish a mission in China in 
1902. 

In telling her story here Sister 
t. Blaise related that a messenger 
arrived at their convent in Chang- 
sha one evening in January, 1950, 
to announce a visit from communist 
officials the following day. 

_ The 25 members of the commun- 
ity were assembled in a hall ad- 
joining the cloister when the Reds 
arrived the next day. The leader 
informed them that his superiors 
had decided to take over the chapel. 
The nuns were given two hours 
to “free” the chapel of objects of 
piety. All were replaced by pho- 
tographs of Red officials. The cru- 
cifix of the main altar was replaced 
by a large picture of Stalin, the 
Sister said. 

The community was then in- 
structed to be present in the chap- 
el the next day for a public meet- 
ing. 
Several days before, the com- 


of the community’s hospital where 
some 80 nurses, doctors and other 
et were looking after the 
sick. 

Each of their former employees 
had been ordered to accuse the nuns 
publicly of the most revolting of 
crimes, such as having. strangled 
children to death and having mur- 
dered pregnant women. For five 
hours the nuns had to stand before 
the crowd without being allowed 
to say anything in their own be- 
half. The “judge” then pronounced 
them “guilty.” He declared that 
because there wasn’t any powder 
to waste on the accused they would 
be left to starve. 

The Red’s confiscated all the 
nuns’ goods and left them with 
three sacks of flour and a little 
oil as their rations for the next 
two months, Sister St. Blaise said. 

Had it not been for the devotion 
of some women, the nun related, 
the Sisters would certainly have 
died in the absolute isolation. The 
native women, risking their own 
lives, brought them meat and some 
eggs during the night.

ERTAINLY not at the present 
time.

“that involves a lot of theology, 
and I don’t want to discuss theol- 
ogy tonight.” 

That question could have been 
answered either by a “yes” or 
“no”; it would not have been neces- 
sary for him to prove the Divinity 
of Christ to his audience. Since he 
was talking in a church it -would 
seem that a discussion of Theology 
would have been much more ap- 
ropriate than the discussion of 
Politics: the exercise of charity 
much more important than the fo- 
menting of hatred. He, according 
to Billy Graham’s treatment of 
charity in his national broadcast 
on Sunday afternoon December 9, 
1951, could not be. a Christian, nor, 
according to Billy Graham’s inter- 
pretation could the ministers who 
engaged Blanshard’s services de- 
serve the name “Christian.” 


In fact, Billy Graham proved his 
thesis by quoting Christ himself, 
from whom the name Christian is 
derived.

Mexico City—(NC)—In almost 
the exact geographical center of 
Mexico, there rises an enormous 
statue of Christ the King, whose 
loving arms are outstretched in an 
inimitable gesture of “Come unto 
Me.” 


The statue is near Leon, in the 
State of Guanajuato, on top of 
the highest mountain of the State.

This was the first of many pil- 
grimages which will be made to 
this already beloved shrine, al- 
though the statue was completed 


only on August 15 of this year 
when the head was placed in posi- 
tion.

American Bishop 
Again Tortured 
By Chinese Reds 


Tokyo — (Radio, NC) — Bishop 
Adolph Paschang of Kongmoon, 
China, an American-born Mary- 
knoller, has again been tortured by 
the Reds in an effort to extort 
money from his American religious 
superiors, according to word re- 
ceived here. 


The Bishop was reported savage- ) 


ly beaten when money failed to 
arrive after the seven-day dead- 


‘}line set on November 30 by the 


Chinese Reds. Eye-witness reports 
that the Bishop “suffered grievous 
bodily maltreatment. -His face is 
still black and blue from the 
blows.” 

The communists are said to 
have threatened the Bishop with 
further. beatings if their demands 
for money are not-met. He had 
previously been tortured by the 
Reds. 

Bishop Paschang is a native of 
Martinsburgh, Mo. He first left 
for China in 1921 and was made 
Bishop of Kongmoon in 1987, 

(Maryknoll officials have already 
stated categorically that they will 
not fall victim to the Chinese 
communist extortion racket. Bishop 
Raymond A. Lane, Maryknoll 
superior general, stated: “It would 
be disastrous to pay extortion 
money. Every Catholic missionary 
within reach of the Reds would 
thus be placed in added jeopardy.” 


(Bishop Lane’s decision was in 
accord with the recommendation 
made by Archbishop Anthony 
Riberi, ousted Papal Internuncio to 
China.

It had been seen and bles- 
sed in hundreds of churches, so 
that the pilgrims come to visit the 
image of Christ the King on the 
hilltop of Cubilete as they would 
an old friend. They walk the miles 
up the hillside to the expiatory 
temple on its peak and remember 
the tenderness and loving-kindness 
of the features. 


The piety and devotion of Mexi- 
ean Catholics is well known. 
Among the humble people of the 
poorest classes there are many 
who rise to tremendous gifts of 
suffering ‘and __ self-immolation. 
Many young. girls arrive at the 
shrine with bleeding feet after 
walking the mountain trails bare- 
foot. Men over 80 come, on foot 
for weeks, from distant sections of 
the Republic. 


There are many reasons for the 
pilgrimages. They include mass 
prayers for peace to the Prince of 
Peace in a day when war talk 
seems more feverish than ever. 
The pilgrimages are also an offer- 
ing of thanks to God that the 
dream of Father Eletterio Ferrer, 
who first.envisaged a national ex- 
piatory temple on this hilltop, had 
come true through the voluntary 
donations of millions of Catholics 
for the shrine and the statue, 
Father Eleuterio, a Carmelite, was 
martyred in Spain in the civil war. 
The pilgrimages also are for ex- 
piation and personal prayer as 
more and more faithful Catholics 
believe that only through constant 
and.enormous acts of expiation for 
sin can the world be made ready 
for an enduring peace. 


All night the pilgrims creep up 
the hillside in the darkness; From 
far away one can watch the waver- 
ing progress of their” flickering 
torches. At dawn, a great bronze 
bell sends out its notes of music, 
calling to all to come and attend 
Mass. As the sun arises, with the 
first light, the Holy Mass begins. 


The statue is 65 feet tall and 
tops the cupola of a shrine to Our 
Lady of Guadalupe. The entire 
image is said to be the largest in 
the Americas, surpassing even the 
+ beautiful Christ of the Andes. 

The sculptor of the statue was 
Fideas Elizondo, of . Monterrey, 
capital of the State of Nuevo Leon. 
The figure is of great simplicity 
and dignity. The Lord wears a 
gown that falls in simple folds 
from shoulder to ankle. The arms 
are outstretched to gather in all 
those who are burdened. The face 
is tender and pitying with love. 

By day the statue ean be seen, 
with its outstretched arms, like an 
‘enormous cross from far away, and 
by night it is illuminated to stand 
as a guide and a beacon.

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Czech Leader Of 
Spurious Catholic 
Action Dead 


London — (NC) — The Prague 
radio has announced the death of 
Alois Petr, Czechoslovak Minister 
of Transport and leader in the 
formation of the spurious “Cath- 
olic Action” group which was 
formally excommunicated by the 
Holy See. 


The Prague radio stated that 
Mr. Petr died “after a serious ill- 
ness.” It added that he would be 
given a “state funeral.” 


Early in the Church-state strug- 
gle in Czechoslovakia Mr. Petr 
drew a sharp rebuke from Arch- 
bishop Josef Beran of Prague; now 
expelled from his See. Mr. Petr 
and the suspended priest, Dr. Josef 
Plojhar, then claimed to represent 
the Catholic People’s Party in the 
communist government which 
seized power in February, 1948. 


Archbishop Beran’s letter to Mr. 
Petr protested his attempt to speak 
in the name of Catholics and point- 
ed out that the pro-Red minister 
incurred automatic excommunica- 
tion for his cooperation in the 
regime’s campaign against the 
Church. | 

(Czechoslovakia is one of the 
countries for whose persecuted 
Catholics prayers will be offered by 
Catholics through the United 
States on Sunday,. December 30. 
These prayers were urged in a 
letter to all American Bishops by 
Archbishop Francis P. Keough of 
Baltimore, Chairman’ of the Ad- 
ministrative Board of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference.) 


Meanwhile, a Vatican Radio 
broadcast heard here has appealed 
to Czech Catholics to observe suc- 
cessive days of prayer in repara- 
tion for the increasing insults 
hurled at His- Holiness Pope Pius 
XII by the official Czechoslovak 
press and radio. 


“We fully realize that these at- 
tacks have exactly the opposite 
effect on most believers from the 
one intended and only serve to 
strengthen the bonds of love and 
gratitude which link the Pope with 
his spiritual children,” Vatican 
Radio said. 

“We now invite you to consider 
whether it would not be appro- 
priate if loyal priests and their 
flocks were henceforth to devote 
their. prayers one day each week

The Church’s contribution to the 
cause of peace derives from her 
“unique title which transcends ev- 
ery earthly thing and stems im- 
mediately from God,” the Pontiff 
continued. -It was the mission of 
Christ “to establish peace between 
each man and God, between men 
themselves and between peoples,” 
and this mission lives on and is ac- 
tive in the Church. 


“But when the Church and her 
Supreme Pastor pass from this 
sweet intimacy of the Babe of 
Bethlehem . .. into a world that 
is far from Christ, it is like step- 
ping out into a gust of freezing 
air,” the Holy Father said. “That 
world talks nothing but peace; but 
it has no peace. It claims for it- 
self all possible and impossible 
legal titles to establish peace, yet 
does not know or does not rec- 
ognize the mission of peacemaker 
‘that comes directly from God, the 
mission of peace deriving from the 
religious authority of the Church.” 


The tragie condition of the mod- 
ern world, the Pope asserted, has 
been made more desperate by those 
who, sceptically and disdainfully, 
deny the competence of the Church 
in effective action for peace. 

“The defection of man from 
Christian belief has hastened this 
extreme and almost intolerable 
state of affairs,” the Pope con- 
tinued. “And one would say that 
God has answered this rejection of 
Christ by the plague of a perman- 
ent menace to peace and the 
frightening specter of war.” 

Speaking about the relations of 
the Church with states, the Pontiff 
pointed to “the indissoluble union 
of states” as being demanded by 
nature, as “a fact which is impos- 
ed upon them,” and through which, 
by consenting to it, “they answer 
the voice of nature.” With them, 
as societies existing for the main- 
tenance of peace, Christ—and the 
Church in whom He continues to 
live—“has entered into a new and 
intimate relationship which ele- 
vates and strengthens society,” the 
Pope said, adding: 

“This is the basis for the singu- 

lar contribution which the Church 
' by her very nature makes to the 
cause of peace, that is, when her 
life and her action among men 
occupy the place that is their due.”
